Tighter Rules tor Voting Loom 
As State’s Leaders Back Scheme 


The Georgia Legislature at this 
year’s session likely will be in a 
mood to tighten voter qualifica- 
tions to make it harder for new 
voters—white and black—to reg- 
ister. 

A number of state leaders and 
legislative spokesmen have en- 
dorsed the general idea of stiffer 
voter requirements. But no gen- 
eral agreement has been reached 
on a plan for carrying out the 
idea. 

One series of proposals has been 
suggested by a special commit- 
tee created at the last session of 
the Legislature to study and re- 
vise the state’s hodge-podge elec- 
tion laws, There may be other pro-

bly convenes Jan. 13. 


Officially, the .suggestions for 
tighter voter requirements are not 
aimed specifically and directly at 
potential Negro voters. But this is 
clearly the intent of some of those 
calling for more rigid require- 
ments. 

Gov. Griffin endorsed a gen- 
eral tightening of voting require- 
ments shortly after Congress 
passed the new civil rights law 
last year. A major aim of that 


law is to prevent alleged discrimi- |

Transit Gets a Boost 


But It’s a Little’One 


The Atlanta Board of Aldermen will 
be asked to approve Monday a recommen- 
dation by the Traffic and Transportation 
Commission to turn one lane of Peach- 
tree street from Pryor to Harris streets 
over to exclusive use of transit vehicles. 

The earlier request from the transit 
company asked the lane be extended from 
Pryor to Baker. Cutting this down to a 
little more than two blocks will hamper 
its effectiveness and will provide an un- 
fair test of transit movement under such 
conditions. But even this slight conces- 
sion should improve flow of transit traf- 
fic in the most crowded downtown area. 

Similar solutions to transit problems 
are proving workable elsewhere. And all 
authorities agree, including Mayor Harts- 
field and Chief Jenkins, that transit is one 
of the most important factors in ending 
downtown congestion. 

More rapid movement of vehicles plus 
some tax relief—now approved by a leg- 
islative committee as well as Revenue 
Commissioner Williams—could aid urban 
transit systems in their battle for sur- 
vival. The alternative is continued fare in- 
creases and eventual strangling of pub- 
lic transit.

DeKalb County Readies 
Needed Road Program 


DeKalb County has laid out the blue- 
prints for a badly needed road improve- 
ment program to be carried out this year. 

Current plans call for spending two 
million collars in 1958 and the remainder 
of last year’s $5,500,000 bond issue dur- 
ing the next Abi years. 

DeKalb long ago outgrew its network 
of narrow roads, many of them potholed 
with the terrific pounding they take 
from day to day. 

The 19 major projects scheduled for 
this year will go far toward relieving the 
situation and certainly will be welcomed 
by motorists who have been bumping 
along under present road conditions. 

Providing an adequate system of roads 
and keeping maintenance up to date ad- 
mittedly is a tough problem in a county 
that has grown as fast as DeKalb. It’s 
good to see the catching-up process gain 
impetus.

lacking in logic as to indicate a com- 
pletely illogical partisanship. 
Mayor Hartsfield notes, too, that the 


most efficient police force in the nation, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, has 


its own.civil service apart from. the 
others. It is administered by the chief 
or director, J. Edgar Hoover. Mr: Hoover 


and his staff handle promotions and dis- 
cipline. This is as it should be. 

It would seem that ambitious in- 
fluences were seeking to make use of the 
civil service board to gain control of the 
police department, without, we assume, 
the board’s knowledge. We still are at 
a loss to understand Director Carl 
Sutherland’s sudden and vigorous urg- 
ing of it. 

The people of Atlanta and the police 
themselves want the department to eon- 
tinue to be directed by professionals and 
not by a board which seems to be de- 
termined to bring itself more and more 
into politics. 

Success of the FBI’s system offers a 
good example of why the Atlanta Police

What Can United States Do 
In Fateful Hour of Crisis? 


There can be no doubt that this country,

has been somewhat disappointed with the results of the 


NATO summit meeting. Even the very real accomplishments out- 
lined by President Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles in their 
talks to the nation over TV and radio have not come up to the high 
hopes that were held for the Paris conference both here and abroad. 


Our disappointment that Paris 
didn’t produce a miracle will 
have real value if it forces us to 
examine the basic problem the 
U.S. faces in its efforts to 
strengthen NATO, and indeed in 
its whole foreign policy today. 
The problem goes, as we see it, 
to Ahe question of where the 
arms race is leading us as we 
try to meet the Soviet threat to 
our survival. 

Without any pretense at ex- 
pertise in strategic matters, we 
would like to suggest that in deal- 
ing with the Soviet threat today 
the United States has only three 
alternatives: 

Preventive war, which is re- 
pugnant to our national tra- 
diiions. 

Positive containment, with the 
United States taking a strong po- 
litical and economic initiative 
against the Soviet Union. 

Negotiated settlement, or set- 
tlements—meaning a Western re- 
treat under existing conditions. 

It is only in logic that the first 
alternative can be treated as a 
choice open to this country. It is 
quite clear that the United States 
wil not be the aggressor in any 
new war. 

Under a policy of positive con- 
tainment (‘the old containment 
policy was essentially defensive), 
the United States would do such 
things as push our missile build- 
up to the physical limit of our 
industry, while strengthening our 
Strategic Air Force for the. in- 
terim; ‘try to develop an anti- 
missile; launch a nationwide fall- 
out shelter program: add to the 
forces that might be needed to 


fight local wars; and -substantial- 
ly step up economic and military 
aid to our allies and to some 
neutrals. 

The third course, and the one 
that former U.S. ambassador to 
Moscow George Kennan advo- 
cates, is to negotiate settlements 
with the Russian government 
now. Given the present Soviet at- 
tude, this policy can only mean 
agreeing to such things as a de- 
militarized area in Central Eu- 
rope that would include’ both 
halves of Germany and to a Mid- 
die Kast arrangement that would 
take Turkey out of NATO and 
make Russia the chief arbiter of 
the area. Such settlements, or 
any others that Moscow seems 
likely to make today, would clear- 
ly be retreats for the West. 


The alternatives we face, and 
they really come down to the 
second and third, are grim in- 
deed. Positive containment would 
be costly and risky—and would 
not guarantee peace even at the 
end of 20 years. On the other 
hand, negotiated settlements 
probably would lead ultimately 
to Soviet control of Europe, Asia 
and Africa. 

if positive containment means 
20 years of economic strain and 
sacrifice before it is likely to 
bring real results, surely that is 
a short time in the-histery of a 
great nation. If it offers no abso- 
lute assurance of peace, neither 


does any alternative. What it. 


does offer, it seems to us, is the 
one chance we have for victory 
over communism without nuclear 
war.

In the words of one reasonably 
detached and frank observer, who 
in earlier days was in the midst 
of it, what causes it is this: ‘If 
you trace all these high-level 
squabbles back to their root evils, 
stripping away all of the Pentagon 
gobbledygook, it all boils down to 
a fight over pay and quarters. 
It is a battle for survival, for 
prestige and for careers.”’ 

Three corrective steps are be- 
ing taken: 

1. President Eisenhower has let 
it be known that he is quite pre- 
pared to banish one or more of 
the present Joint Chiefs to mili- 
tary outposts, say to the Aleutians 
or farther north, unless interserv- 
ice wrangling is brought under 
control.

In the 
end the Republicans were unable 
to prevail in the civil rights issue 
with their Northern Democratic 
partners. Instead, they were skill- 
fully bested by Sen. Lyndon B. 
Johnson (D-Tex),; Democratic Par- 
ty leader, and a combination of 
Western and Southwestern Demo- 
crats and a few Republicans. 

What has happened is that the 
bulk of Republicans are disillu- 
sioned now and ready to go bacx 
with the coalition which worked 
so happily with the Southerners. 
In double harness ever since 1938, 
they fought side by side against 
New Deal economic and _ social 
welfare issues. 

This is not a happy solution for 
Fastern Republicans or for North- 
ern Democrats. But the truth is 
that they are outnumbered.

Perhaps it’s a bit unbecoming to be bogging down in self-pity 
so early in the pristine New Year. But I can’t help it, my persecu- 
tion complex is aching for an outlet. 


Why, oh, why didn’t somebody in my youth teach me arith- 
metic? 


The national hue and cry for increased emphasis on mathe- 
matics in our colleges and secondary schools isn’t what I’m talk- 
ing about. If our survival as a nation depends on the discipline and 
skills imposed by solid groundwork in mathematics I hope to 
heaven the educators will get busy and teach math to SOME. 
BODY. But not to me. 


All I want is a quick lesson in how to figure percentage. And I 
don’t plan to use it helping scientists poke around in the space 
either. (If they can figure out some way I can help them with an 
egg-beater I'll be glad to try, of course. But I know as well as 
anybody that the Russians will have moved on to the moon, estab- 
lished cooperative housing projects and set up borsch bars before 
1 can add up a column of figures.) 

No, the reason I wish I could figure percentage is personal. I 
want to save my life. 

A group of doctors held a panel discussion at New York Uni- 
versity Post-Graduate Medical School the other day and one of 
them came up with a suggestion that we'll all live longer and fee! 
better if we make certain reductions in what he called ‘the total 
daily caloric intake.” (Fancy talk, I gather, for what the country- 
bred used to call “‘grub et.”’) 


The trouble is that the panelist doing the most talk on this sub- 
ject—one Dr. Herbert Pollack—had to make it complicated for the 
likes of me by talking percentage. After you're 25 years old, he 
said, you should reduce your daily caloric intake by 10 per cent for 
each decade—or 1 per cent annually. 


Now see what they’re doing? As if it weren't dismal enough to 
tell you that the goodies of your youth are no longer for you, they 
have to give the whole thing an air of sinister mystery by ringing 
in percentage. I can take straight forward instructions, such as. 
“Don’t eat that candy bar!’ But what do I get—permission to 
nibble at it if I can subtract 25 from my age and multiply . 
oh, never mind, it’s not worth it! 

Percentage caused me to howl and shed great tears of self-pity 
and frustration when I was in the fifth grade and then it was an 
impersonal matter of ‘If ‘A’ gave ‘B’ one-third of his apple.’ Now 
it’s close to home. It’s 15 per cent off of my own apple pie and 
cheese cake and rice and gravy and baked potatoes. I have a hor- 
rid mental picture of all the dishes which were the delight of my 
20's suddenly shrinking like Alice after her first drink in the 
rabbit hole. 


The only cheering thing about this caloric intake talk Is that 
all the doctors seem to agree that if you keep moving you're safe 
in eating more. And one doctor had encouraging news for the 
housekeeper. A Scandinavian study has shown that a man working 
in a steel mill will expend less energy on the job than if he stays 
at home and helps around the house.

There’re seven minutes remaining in the first quarter, and 


Johnny Vaught has his second unit in there. It didn’t take them 
long to cash a scoring chip, for center Ken Kirk pounced on a 
Texas fumble and.the Rebs promptly moved 33 yards for the first 
TD. Quarterback Ray Brown collected the points stepping across 
from the two. Robert Khayat, a brother of former Tulane end 
Eddie, missed the PAT try. 

It’s warmer on the Texas bench, and Darrell Royal has shed 
his overcoat. He’s prancing up and down the sidelines and you 
don’t need binoculars to see the worried look on his face. The Rebs 
are red hot, but Coach Vaught is cold. He’s bundled in an over- 
coat buttoned at the collar. 

The first quarter is almost over and the Rebels are rambling 
again. With Brown doing most of the legging, they’ve moved from 
the Texas 45 to the 4. Now the second quarter is under way, and 
so are the Rebels. Brown just flipped a three-yard TD strike to 
end Don Williams, who had driftéd back of Texas defenders on the 
right side.

Soph 
halfback George Blanch just buzzed 41 yards after fielding kick- 
off on his own three. Fondren steered the Longhorns down to the 
Reb 18, then hurled the ball out of bounds on a fourth-down pitch. 

Here come the Rebels again, but this time Texas held, 
so Brown toed one out at the seven. The Longhorns are really 
getting reckless, and it cost them. The versatile Mr. Brown 
picked off a Bobby Lackey pass and loped back to the Long- 
horn 20. 

Brown, Kent Lovelace and Leroy Reed required only five snaps 
to hack out the third Ole Miss touchdown. Lovelace, a 185-pound 
junior, did the scoring honors on a bullish nine-yard sweep around 
the left side. Thus far, there has been a striking resemblance 
between this Texas outfit and the Ole Miss team which lost to 
Navy, 21-0. And the Rebs have looked even sharper than the 
Middies did in that one. 

Now the half is over and Texas is impressing for the first time 
today. . Not the football team, of course, but the band. Texas is 
improving by the minute, for here come the Apache Belles, a 
girl drill team from Tyler Junior College. They’re the finest- 
looking beauties you'll see this side of Peachtree street. 

However, Ole Miss is holding its own even in the band duel. 
The snappy-looking Rebel musicians, wearing Confederate gray, 
are putting on quite a show. 

They’ve just handed out halftime statistics, but you don’t need 
to check them to tell that the first half belonged to Ole Miss. 
Brown raced and passed for 56 yards, just two less than the en- 
tire Texas team. The Rebs netted 126 yards rushing and 15

You can hear a pin drop in the Texas cheering section, 
which must be something of a record for silence among Texans.
